Remarks 

In the Office Action, the Examiner noted that claims 1-32 are pending in the application, 
that claims 1-7, 9, and 11-32 are rejected, but that claims 8 and 10 would be allowable if 
rewritten to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
By this amendment, claims 8 and 10 have been amended, and claims 1-7, 9, and 11-32 
have been cancelled. Thus, claims 8 and 10 are pending in the application.
